Community Conscience 
A Powerful Weapon 


Voluntary removal of printed matter from newstands, 
by the operators themselves, probably represents the most 
intelligent method of dealing with suggestive or porno- 


graphic literature. 

On the one hand, it forestalls the possibility of legi- 
slated censorship; on the other, it lets the publishers know 
that there’s a level of literary degradation beneath which 
it’s unprofitable to publish. 

The Recorder is a newspaper; newspapers and maga- 
zines of all degrees of quality have flourished since the 
beginning of the United States, under our basic guarantee 
of Freedom of the Press. We therefore cannot condone 
censorship in any form. 

The police are not qualified to judge the point 

at which a picture ceases to be art and becomes 

pornography. They shouldn't be required to make 

a judgment which, primarily, should rest with 

the community itself. 

No magazine dealer, however conscientious and astute, 
can possibly thumb through everything that the jobbers 
place on his racks and change from day to day. And even 
if he did, the differences of opinion concerning what's 
clean and what’s dirty would leave him with a pretty 
tough task, when it came to deciding what books and 
magazines he wanted to sell, and which ones to turn back 
to the wholesaler. There are prim folks in this world who 
would like to hang a robe on the Venus de Milo; there are 
people of unimpeachable character and moral responsibility 
who belong to nudist camps and who subscribe to the 


sun-bathers’ magazines. 

Legalized censorship, backed by a law which because 
of the varied natures of magazines and newspapers would 
have to be general, would be a threat to Freedom of the 
Press, It would be a foot in the door for any bigot, politi- 
cal backbiter or artless or dirty-minded “crusader” to use 
in curtailing the liberties which periodicals have had since 
the Revolution and which, by and large, they've used in 


a responsible fashion. 

We do not think any businessman would flout the 
community’s conscience and taste by purveying trash which 
he knows to be repugnant to a large number of his cus- 
It’s not good business; one loses business whether 
operator 


tomers. 
a grocer who sells bad apples, or a newsstand 
who sells magazines which, to a majority of his healthy- 
minded and mature customers, appear to be bad taste. 
Conscientious parents and customers could probably 


get just as good a response as the police chief if they 
talked to the newsstand operators, and the appearance of 


an effort at censorship by a government agency would be 


eliminated. 

What gets read in this town is the community's re- 
sponsibility; the public can and does enforce its views on 
businessmen simply by contributing to their success or 


failure. 
The businessmen know this too. 
Voluntary response by newsstand dealers to the senti- 


ments of thte community is, we think, the key.

In case of emergencies the 
group would aid in coordinat- 
ing activities of city workers 
and those in other emergency 
services, such as the Red 
Cross. And it would also over- 
see communication in the area, 
from a radio room which has 
been set up at civic center. 

The Civil Disaster Council 
also has on hand all current 
publications regarding what ci- 
vilians should do in the case 
of a nuclear attack and as the 
known power of weapons in- 


MP Business 
Subject 
Of Magazine 


The “Construction Manage- 
Program” developed by Menlo 
Park contractors Johnson and 
Mape is featured this month in 
“successful business” magazine 
distributed statewide to busi- 
nesess statewide. 

The system was developed 
by Andrew Johnson and Vance 
Mape, operators of the com- 
pany, situated at 540 Santa 
Cruz avenue. 

“It used to be,’ the article 
explains, “that a general con- 
tractor performed the bulk of 
the labor on a project with his 
own forces. 

“Poday he has assumed a 
different role, that of manage- 
ment. In fact, in most cases 
the labor supplied by the gen- 
eral contractor seldom exceeds 
10 per cent of the cost of the 
job. 

“So it makes sense, rea- 
sons Johnson and Mape,” the 
article continues, “if the 
general contractor is now 
primariiy a broker between 
subcontractors, material 
men and labor, he should 
operate as a broker.” 

The local firm, the article 
continues, concerns itself as an 
agent of the owner and, in 
turn, all cash and trade dis- 
counts revert to him; all sav- 
ings by reuse of materials re- 
vert to him and work is ex- 
petdited, wherever possible, to 
the owner’s advantage. 

The magazine spread also 
shows some of the modern 
buildings constructed by the 
local firm, and discusses some 
of the advanced construction 
techniques currently in favor, 


creases, new publications are 
received. 

Currently, for instance, 
the emphasis in the books 
and pamphlets is on “fall- 
out’—the deadly windborne 
radiation which could cover 
the entire country in a few 
hours after a heavy nuclear 
attack. 

Another current project of 
the Civil Disaster Council is 
the purchase of radio equip- 
ment. 

Currently being bid on are 
two $700 transmitter-receiver 
units, which could be used for 
communication from the city’s 
emergency radio room. 

The Palo Alto Amateur Ra- 
cio Club has agreed to man 
the headquarters in case of an 
emergency. 

Michael Bedwell, adminis- 
trative assistant who is also 
secretary to the disaster 
council, points out that the 
government publications on 
various phases of civil de- 

fense are free to the public 
and are available at his of- 
fice in civic center. 

The most recent one is a 32- 
page document in which con- 
struction of family ‘‘fallout” 
shelters is discussed. 

Whether or not such shelters 
would be helpful in Menlo 
Park is pretty much of a moot 
point; the city is in what’s clas- 
sified as the San Francisco 
“impact area” at the present 
time. 

The publication indicates 
that there probably aren’t too 
many radiation-proof shelters 
in the city. Directions call for 
construction of shelters which 
have solid concrete brick walls 
and which can be built in base- 
ments or underground. 

According to the brochure, 
an outdoor shelter should have 
a roof consisting of about 28 
inches of pit-run gravel, as ade- 
quate shielding. Double-walled 
structures with earth or gravel 
fill between the walls would 
afford almost absolute protec- 
tion, the booklet states. 

Lest the killing power of 
such explosion byproducts 
be underestimated, the re- 
port indicates that it’s esti- 
mated shelters might have 
to be occupied for two weeks. 

It lists basic materials which 
should be kept in a shelter in 
order to make it habitable for 
that length of time. 

The brochure suggests sev- 
eral “do it yourself” types of 


shelters which can be built, 
and also gives estimates of 
costs of the more complex 


kinds of shelters. 

Construction of such a shel- 
ter in a home basement would 
cost between $150 and $200 if 
work was done by the house- 
holder and more complex 
structures, such as  under- 
ground shelters, might cost up 
to $2000, the report s

10 Years Ago: 


Fire Damaged 
Menlo School 


November 11, 1949: 

The worst blaze in the Men- 
lo Park Fire District in near- 
ly a year swept a wing of the 
main gymnasium at Menlo 
School and College Tuesday 
night and took the life of a 
school employee. 

Damage was set at $25,000. 

Firemen reached the body 
of Harold Hartshorn, 49, 
school mail clerk, after three 
college athletes vainly had 
sought to rescue him. 

Exact cause of death was 
not determined. An autopsy 
was to be performed in Red- 
wood City by coroner’s ofti- 
cers to learn whether death 
resulted. from burning, suffo- 
cation, or possibly a heart at- 
tack induced by the blaze.
